Dr. Brandretti Symonds draws from a 
study of life Insurance weights that 
people past the age of thirty live long- 
er If below normal weight than they 
do If at or above standard. Heart dis- 
ease Is as rare among the nnderfat as 
It Is common -with the heavy folk, and 
this Is true also of Brlght's disease, 
apoplexy, paralysis, cerebral conges- 
tions and cinhosls of the liver. Only 
In pneumonia and tuberculosis do the 
underweights carry a greater risk. In 
all the eases which he examined Dr. 
Svmonds found not a single fat man 
who rcache-1 the age of eighty years, 
while forty-four short weights passed 
this murk.

the Board of I'oor Directors is here 
presented, but it does act take an 
official report to show the great im- 
provements that have been made at 
the Mucks County Almshouse. 
The 
changes are apparent to ull who visit, 
or even pass, the Home, Steward Pol- 
lock has done a wonderful work during 
his brief Incumbency and has been 
well supported and assisted by the 
Directors. 


This lust year the greatest expense 


has been the building ol a new kit- 
chen, which cost approximately iiMJO, 
Including the Installation of two new 
ranges. 
Besides this $li'5 worth of 


piping was laid from the cistern to the 
pumping station. The terracing of the 
banks on the turnpike sides, which 
made such a wonderful improvement 
in the appearance of the grounds, cost 
but little as most of the work was 
done by the Inmates. 


The building of the kitchen and the 


deficit from 1907 made the expenses 
run up $1700 more this year, not to 
mention the increase in the Directors' 
salaries from ¥50 per year, ench, to 
$-100.

A 
farmer well on In years can easily be 
recognized amidst a number of work- 
Ingmen by the curve his hands haye 
taken from holding the hoe in the 
many years of toil in his fields. With 
it, It he is a poor man and has no oxen 
to plow the ground, he turns np the 
soil where he Is going to plant his 
crops, and with it he deftly and with 
a turn of his wrist levels out the sur- 
face so that it is made ready for the 
seed. With a broad bladed hoe he dips 
to- the bottom of a stream or of a pond, 
draws up the soft mud that has gath- 
ered there and, with a dexterous 
swing, flings the dripping hoeful on to 
his field nearby to Increase its richness 
by this new deposit—London King.

HOW PROHIBITION HURTS BU- 


SIJS JiSS. 


Say w-'jat the Prohibitionists may, 


there is no doubt that certain Indus- 
tries are injured by the strict enforce- 
ment of Prohibitory and .Local Option 
laws. Certain county boarding-houses 
in "dry" towns are almost without 
patrons. Their hosts declare that their 
cells are vacant and few permanent 
customres are obtainable. 
The sale of 


pistols has fallen off in some places 
until there is "no money in it" for the 
hardware dealers who sell them to fool 
boys and drunken husbands. Police 
magistrates have almost lost their bu- 
siness. Surgeons have fewer heads to 
bandage, and druggists sell less adhe- 
sive plaster. Collectors of bad debts 
are also complaining of dull business. 
But more meat is now being bought, 
and more savings accounts are being 
opened, and more children have warm 
shoes on their feet, and certain heads 
that have not worn new bonnets for 
years are now adorned with waving 
plumes. 
The old, worm-eaten argu- 


ment that Prohibition is a failure be- 
cause "Prohibition doesn't prohibit" 
appears to have been abandoned by 
the scared liquor interests. One Chi- 
cago wholesale liquor dealer coniessed 
the other day that where up to last 
year he was selling yearly $200,000 
worth of his stuff in Georgia,he is not 
now selling a cent's worth. 
In time 


the stock argument that Pohibition 
"hurts" a town will have followed 
the other. 
For scores of cities and 


towns are disproving Its truthfulness. 
Kansas City, Kan., under Prohibi- 
tion built nearly §600,000 worth more 
of new buildings in 1907 than in 1908 
under the saloon era. Atlanta will 
receive in taxes this year $133,959 more 
than the receipts of last year. This 
increase Is more by $27,027.84 than 
the total amout received by the city 
from retail and 
wholesale whisker 


licenses last year. The total taxable 
property in the city fast year was 
$80,067,103. 
The tcta) taxable proper- 


ty in the city this year is $90,783,850, 
according to the comptroller's compi- 
lation. Jacksonville, III., has been a 
Local Option city since last year. The 
postmaster of the city asys : "I have 
talked with sustantially all of the 
bankers of the city and a great many 
merchants, some of whom were op- 
posed to the Local Option law when 
the vote was taken, and I have never 
talked with or come in contact with 
a single business man who has said 
that the fact that saloons have been 
banished from the city has injured the 
other lines of trade. 
On the other 


hand, they have uniformly stated that 
the closing of the saloon has been bene- 
ficial to the other lines of trade, es- 
pecially the lines of trade which deal 
in the necessaries of life."—Chicago 
Standard. 


To guaid new-born InUnils against 


that terrible misfortune,

Slate Health CouimlHsium>r Dixon has 
rsvlved a stale law passed some years 
ago for jusl this object, bill never en- 
forced to any extent. This law. passed 
Jung 26, 1885. Is entltlou "An aci for 
the prevention of. blindness, Imposing 
a duty upon all mldwlves, nui-sea or 
other persons having the care of In- 
fants, and also upon the health officer, 
and fining a penalty for neglect there- 
of." 


Dr. Dlxon declared today "that If the 


provisions of this law are can-led out 
there la reason to hope that one-third 
of the cases of blindness which 
greatly 
diminishes 
the 
productive 


value of the individual and too often 
renders him a burden on society may 
be prevented." 


Letter to Phyalclani. 


To ten Ihousnnd physicians through- 


out Pennsylvania Health Commission. 
e>- Dlxon is sending the following loi- 
ter: 


"You are probably aware of the fact 


that the American Medical association 
at Its last annual meeting authorized 
the issue of the report of the commit- 
tee on ophthalmia neonatorum, which 
forcibly called attention to Ihe fncl 
that a very large percentage of the 
cases of blindness which the state la 
called upon to support Is caused by 
that disease, and urged the necessity 
for organized and concerted effort on 
the part of the profession In all of Hie 
stales of Ihe Union to diminish this 
evil. Thai Ihis appeal \t most timely Is 
sufflclenlly indicated by a recent re- 
port from trio Pennsylvania School for 
Ihe Blind, which shows that In the 
past eight years more than one-third 
of the persons admitted to thai Insti- 
tution have owed their affliction to 
this cause.

thought it desirable to revive a law 
which has for many years lain dor- 
mant on our si lute books, and n copy 
of which IB hcM-owItli enclosed

May I hope for your assist- 


ance in carrying out Ihis plan for di- 
minishing a fertile cause of misery 
and disability?" 


Instructions to Heallh Off!o-r«. 


The state department of liea.th has 


sent to each of its 730 township health 
officers full instructions as to their 
duty under the law. These Instructions 
are as follows:

of the above law it becomes vo ir duty 
to acquaint yourself with Uie !ir..nas 
and addresses of all mldwlvc-s 
i nd 


nurses residing or praelhlng in year 
district, and to place a copy of lti,> Itw 
In Ihe hands of each, Instruct-n? her 
as to its renuirGments, 


"Immediately on receiving notillca- 


tlon from a ruHvvlfe or nurse of the 
occurrence of a case of red or rwol'tn 
eyes in a young Infant you will Inform 
the attending physician of the f:ict 
and will place in the hands of th" m.d- 
wife or nurse the accompanying In- 
structions, explaining thai she la to 
follow them only until a physician n-- 
rlves to take charge of the case. If no 
physician has been employed, you will 
urge upon Ihe family Ihe necessity for 
obtaining one. as otherwise the child 
may become permanently blind." 


Here Is the prescription given for 


treating Inflamed eyes In new-born In- 
fants untlMhe physician arrives,: 


"To one pint of boiled water add two 


teispoonfuls of boric acid and half a 
teaspoonftil of table salt and keep cov- 
ered In a Jar which has been b-llc-d 
With a perfectly clean cloth or a wad 
of absorbent cotton bathe the Kds with 
this solution and drop a few dioys in 
the eye three times a day." 


State Health Commlsak-nor Dlxon 


has also requested the department's 
medical Inspector in every coiintv- In 
the state to assist the health officers 
in the discharge of the duty assignor! 
them. A letter has also been written 
to the secretary of every city, borough 
and 
first class township board of 


health in Pennsylvania, calling their 
attention to the law and urging that 
these boards adopt such measures as 
will lead to its early enforcement In 
t. ; municipality

The Law. 


"Whereas. Statistics compiled In this 


country and Europe demonstrate that 
[ully 25 per centum of the b'Jnd c-we 
their affliction to an InflarumatloD of 
the conjunctive appearing a few days 
aJter birth; and 


"Whereas. Experience has proved 


that the Inflammation can be cured 
and the eyesight saved In the majority 
of cases If treatment be Instituted at 
an early state of the disease; and 


"Whereas Destruction of the eyes 


and blindness are usually the result of 
delay of treatment. 


"Section 1. Be It enacted, etc. That 


should one or both eyes of an Infant 
become Inflamed or swollen or red- 
dened at any time within two weeks 
after birth It shall be the duty of the 
midwife or nurse, or other person hav. 
ing the care of such Infant, to report 
la writing, withm six hours after the 
discovery thereof, to the health officer 
or legally qualified practitioner of the 
city, town or district In which the 
mother of the child resides, the fact 
that such inflammation or swelling or 
redness exists. 


"Section 2. That It shall be the duty 


of said health officer, 
immediately 


upon receipt of said written report, to 
notify the parents or tHe person hav- 
ing charge of said infant of the danger 
to the eye or eyes ot said Infant by 
reason of said condition from neglect 
of proper treatment of the same, and 
he shall also enclose to them direc- 
tions for the proper treatment thereof. 


"Section 3. Every health officer shall 


furnish a copy of this act to each per- 
son who la known to him to act as 
midwife or nurse In the city or town 
tor which such health offlaer U ap- 
pointed, and the secretary ot state 
shall causei a sufficient number of 
copies of this act to be printed and 
supply the same to such health officers 
on application. 


"Section 4 
Any failure to comply 


with the provisions of this act shall 
be punishable by fine not to exceed 
$200. or Imprisonment not to exceed 
thirty days, or both."

u ard T. Bteel & Company, of Bristol, 
submits the following communication 
expressing his views as to the relation 
which the Protection policy bears to 
the maintenance of the American 
standard of living. 
Mr. Steel's firm 


has operated plants both in England 
an:l the United Stales and is therefore 
qualified to speak with authority upon 
the svagc question: 


"The 
principal advantage of the 


tiiriff to American manufacturers is 
that it secures lothem the home mar- 
ket. 
The American people are the 


greatest consumers in the 
world, 


which 
makes this market 
eagerly 


sought for by foreigners. The rates of 
duly of the JHngley law prevent the 
competillon of Ihe poorly paid labor 
mpe

American manufaclurers of wool do 
not secure through the present Tariff 
any inordinate or extravagant profits. 
While protected from the competition 
of foreign cheap labor they must 
meet home competition, which they 
welcome, although such competition 
reduces their profits to a very small 
figure. 
I doubt whether American 


woolen and 
worsted 
manufactures 


average a greater profit during a ser- 
ies ol a 
few -years than 5 per cent. 


In other respects than those I have 
mentioned the advantage of the Tariff 
is strictly for labor. 


"Any 
lowering of duties on manu- 


factures of wool must comeofl' of labor, 
i-abor will have to pay such reduction 
tiirough consequently lower 
wages. 


The manufacturer has no margin to 
tand even the smallest proportion of 


I ie reluction. 


"As an instance ol the much greater 


earning of labor in the United States 
than in Great 33ritain, I cite the fol- 
lowing circumstance : My firm, notic- 
ing the lower duties on worsteds over 
woolens enacted by the Tariff of 18815, 
sent a member of our firm, William 
O. Steel, to England about the year 
1883, and while at first 
purchasing 


worsted fabrics of English manufac- 
turers, \\egradualJyentcred into their 
manufacture, and we thereby acquired 
a knowledge of the wages paid in Eng- 
land in our industry. 
At the time of 


the enactment of the JSIcliinley Tar- 
iff, whi:h made uniform the duties 
on worsted and woolen fabrics, mater- 
ially raising the duties on the former 
class of fabrics, we returned to the 
United States, our native country, 
bringing with us the machinery which 
we had employed in England. Some 
of the operatives voluntarily followed 
us to this country, and- when we es- 
tablished our manufactory at Bristol, 
some of the 
weavers 
who 
had 


come over, working on the same looms 
and on the same fabrics as they did in 
England, made wages 
quite three 


times as much as they had earned 
in England. A competent weaver made 
in England about a pound a week or, 
say JS, and in this country the wages 
o'f-the weavers frequently amounted to 


per week. 
The continuation of 


such wages is now only rendered pos- 
sible by the retention of the present 
rates of theDingley law on wool and 
its manufacture."

In a letter from Constantinople dat- 


ed December llth, Miss Eleanor.Burns, 
of Bristol, writes as follows: 


Only two weeks until Christmas, 


but it does not seem very much like it 
here, as the Turks have no Christinas, 
and most of the others who observe 
Christmas do so in January, when 
the U reek Church celebrates ItsVhrist- 
moii. 
We miss the holiday rush and 


bustle and theirowds of shoppers we 
would find at home. 


On 
Wednesday, 
December 23rd, 


the College Faculty will have a Christ- 
mas party and present each other with 
five piastre gifts. On December 2tin 
we will have a tree for the girls, and 
two piastre presents for each of them 
and quite a party by way of entertain- 
ment. On Christmas Day we expect 
quite a number of guests from Hlssar 
to evening dinner. 1 send the follow- 
ing "news sheet," send by the college 
to the trustees in America, as it will 
interest you, I know," 


Our minds are full of election here at 


present. Everyone in the city, down 
to the caique-jiis, all are interested In 
politics and are talking most wisely of 
elections of parliament, of foreign pol- 
icies, and with tolerant amusement of 
the Sultan, who is obediently signing 
papers for the Union and Progress 
Committee, while the guns of a innn- 
of-uiu :ire Iniini'd on bis palace. One 
caique-jit said this moniln^, "We, 
many men of us, pashas, imams, 
hamals, everybody, went to the Grand 
Vizier. We said 'Olve us music.' The 
Grand Vizier said 
'Kh, yes! You 


may have it.' Wo took the band, we 
went in the streets, we went lo the 
British Ambassador's house. 
The 


British are our friends, they are good. 
So we went w the house and said to 
him, 'We thank you. 
Youaregood;' 


and the music played, and we all 
sang, and we shouted and he liked it 
very much. 
We do not like the Aus- 


truns; they are bad. 
They first like 


themselves and money." 


In spite of all the strong feelings 
that are aroused by the tactless boast- 
ful way In which the Greeks hint; 
been acting in connection with the 
elections, yet the mass of the people 
are good-natured and maintain their 
atlitude of brotherly love in a wonder- 
ful way. 


Whenever the votes are carried from 


the polling-booths uri to Stamboul, 
where they are counted, a procession 
goes with them, and they are taken in 
state, carried by small girls, decorat- 
ed with flowers, on in one way.or an- 
other made an occasion of fantastic, 
yet earnest rejoicing. 


Yesterday there was a \ery large 


procession, carrying the votes of sev- 
eral districts. There were many car- 
riages filled with the members of the

;alhollo priests, and in almost every 
case the Turkish priest sat on the left,

.he Christian priest. AH were dressed 
n their state robes, the Turks with 
.heir white turbans, green robes and 
nost of them wore gold bands on their 
turbans. Not only the members of the 
committee but almost every person in 
the procession wore streamers of red 
and white, the Turkish colors. Be- 
sides these carriages full ol 
people 


here were bands, military and mar- 
ne, battalions of soldiers from Kal- 
onica, companies of the new city po- 
ice, carriages filled with distinguish 
ed people, hundreds of men on horse- 
jack and crowds of men, women and 
children-on foot.

On April 4, 1818, congress again alter- 
ed the nag by returning to the, original 
thirteen stripes and fifteen stars, as 
the adding of a new stripe for each ad- 
ditional state would soon make the 
Jag too large. A new star is added to 
the flag on July 4 following the ad-
